PLANNING officers have made a U- 
turn over controversial plans for a 
multi-storey car park at Banbury train 
station and urged the scheme be 
approved. 

Cherwell District Council planning offi¬ 
cer Simon Dean backed the three-storey 
plan for 707 spaces after it won support 
from highways technicians 

The pay-and-display facility would go 
next to the Royal Mail sorting office off 
Higham Way and link via a new bridge to 
the station. 

Mr Dean last month urged the council's 
planning committee to throw out the plan 
because he was not satisfied there was 
enough information to show it would pre¬ 
vent congestion and ensure road safety. 

Councillors delayed a decision pending a 
site visit and Oxfordshire County Council 
has now dropped its objection following 
talks with Chiltern Railways. 

The operator said its plan was vital to 
meet growing passenger demand and make 
up for the impending loss of spaces in tem¬ 
porary car parks. 

Mr Dean said extra information has 
shown it "will have an impact" on roads, 
but this is "not severe" when balanced 
against planning policy. 

A new crossing will be provided in 
Merton Street and traffic light timings will 
be changed at the junctions of Bridge Street 
and Concorde Avenue and Merton Street. 

Mr Dean also dropped his objection to 
the car park's impact on flats in Marshall 
Road opposite. 

He previously said it would be "harmful 
to the residential character and amenity of 
these properties", but now says benefits 
"outweigh any harm" on residents. 

Chiltern Railways has said the plan will 
screen noise from the station. 

The Government has provided cash on 
the condition it provides 707 spaces and is 
built within a certain time, it added. 

Chiltern said demand grew by 100 per 
cent from 2003-11 and is expected to grow 
38 per cent by 2018, while leases on 315 
spaces at Tramway Industrial Estate and 54 
off Station Approach run out this year. 

But 44 letters and a 124-signature peti¬ 
tion opposed the plan with concerns about 
the car park's size, loss of light, impact on 
roads and design.

PLANS for a new Sainsbury's supermar¬ 
ket, nursing home, health centre and 
businesses in Brackley have been submit¬ 
ted. 

Albion Land Limited has applied to 
South Northamptonshire Council for a 
development off Northampton Road to 
the north of the town. 

It would comprise a Sainsbury's with 
4,31 Osq m of retail floor space over two 
storeys with 433 parking spaces. 


It said the plan would create 330 jobs. 

The development would feature a 
petrol station and three business premis¬ 
es, including a showroom, warehousing 
and offices. 

A 70-bedroom hotel at the A43 round¬ 
about including a restaurant and bar is 
also proposed and would create 35 jobs, 
the firm said. 

A two-storey health centre fronting 
Turweston Road would provide a new 


home for Brackley Health Centre and 
Washington House Surgery. 

The application said: "It is the inten¬ 
tion for the facility to provide a health 
hub for Brackley and its hinterland." 

It is a "highly desirable component of 
the regeneration of Brackley and will 
replace a number of dated facilities", it 
added. 

The care home would have 60 beds, 
including 48 for dementia sufferers, and 


replace 12 beds from Brackley Cottage 
Hospital. Access for all would be from 
Northampton Road. 

Mayor of Brackley Chris Cartmell, of 
Brackley Town Council, said the develop¬ 
ment would help with plans to provide 
1,300 new homes in the town. 

He said: "The population is going to 
expand from 1,500 up to nearer 20,000. 
That is enough slack in the market to give 
Sainsbury's some business."

Academy improves 
rating from Ofsted

A ONCE-FAILING secondary school has 
been given another boost after it was 
praised by Ofsted inspectors. 

North Oxfordshire Academy has been rated 
good by the Government education inspec¬ 
torate, improving on its satisfactory rating from 
a 2010 inspection. 

It comes after the former Drayton School was 
named one of the 30 most improved state UK 
secondaries from 2012's GCSEs last month. 

Leaders said it was another indication of the 
change at the school, where just three years 
ago only 25 per cent of pupils got five or more 
good GCSEs. 

In 2012, 59 per cent got at least five GCSEs 
including English and maths, making it the 
27th most improved in the UK. 

Ofsted said this was a "good achievement, 
given the students' below-average starting 
points". 

It said teaching was good, principal Sara 
Billins gave "effective leadership" and the sen¬ 
ior leadership was "strongly focused" on mak¬ 
ing improvements. 

Disabled and special needs pupils made 
good progress and students "behave well, 
enjoy school and feel safe", it said. 

Its report said: "In most lessons, students 
concentrate well, showing positive attitudes 
and a desire to learn. 

"Disruption in lessons is uncommon and is 
dealt with effectively." 

The sixth form has improved and offers an 
"appropriate range of courses", it said. 

The Drayton Road school was not rated out¬ 
standing - the best possible grade - because of 
inconsistency in marking and achievement, it 
said. 

Improvements could be made by ensuring 
students of all abilities are challenged, lessons 
are varied and marking is thorough in all sub¬ 
jects, it said. 

It should also ensure there is a "whole- 
school focus on improving students' reading".

Mrs Billins - who started in November 2011 
- said: "We are all thrilled with this report 
which is a very fair reflection of everything 
North Oxfordshire Academy has achieved in 
recent years. 

"I am delighted that the inspectors recog¬ 
nised all the work that is well under way to 
raise standards further." 

She said: "We have our sights set on becom¬ 
ing an outstanding school and we are now 
focused on doing whatever it takes to achieve 
this." 

Mrs Billins said strict new rules on uniform, 
attendance, punctuality and behaviour and a 
focus on recruitment had led to improvements. 

The academy, which has greater independ¬ 
ence from local authority rules, is sponsored by 
Northamptonshire-based United Learning. 

Managing director Andy Buck said: "This is a 
huge vote of confidence in Sara Billins and her 
senior leadership team." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry has written to 
Mrs Billins to congratulate the academy on its 
progress. 

He said: "It was very depressing that for so 
many years, Drayton School languished near 
the bottom of the league tales. 

"It really is encouraging that as a conse¬ 
quence of the transition to an academy that 
each year North Oxfordshire Academy's results 
have been better than those of the year before," 
he added.

■ Man denies charges over confrontation 

Court is told of 
petrol bombing 


A MAN threw a petrol bomb at 
the family home of his girl¬ 
friend, a court heard on 
Monday. 

Yisa Hassan-Sule, 28, of 
Broughton Close, Banbury, denies a 
charge of attempting to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm with intent. 

He is also accused of affray fol¬ 
lowing an incident alleged to have 
taken place on December 3, 2011. 

Nigel Daly, prosecuting, said 
Hassan-Sule pursued his then-girl- 
friend Alice Greatbatch to her 
father's home in Balmoral Avenue 
after an argument. 

He told a jury at Oxford Crown

Court that following a confrontation 
with her family, the defendant 
returned with a petrol bomb. 

Mr Daly said: "When he returned 
they noticed that there seemed to be 
flames inside the car, and when he 
got out he had a bottle in his hand. 

"The bottle contained petrol and 
had a wick in the top which had 
been lit. It was a petrol bomb, a 
Molotov cocktail is one way of 
describing it. 

"If it had not gone out when it was 
thrown, as it did in this case, it could 


have had a devastating effect." 

He added that the bottle smashed 
against an outside wall and the fam¬ 
ily retreated inside the house, except 
for Hassan-Sule's ex-girlfriend who 
drove away with him. 

Miss Greatbatch told the jury her 
former partner had become "physi¬ 
cal" following an argument earlier 
that day. 

She said this prompted her father 
James Greatbatch to punch him in 
the face and call him a "black mon¬ 
key" when he arrived in Balmoral 
Avenue. 

Hassan-Sule was released on bail 
and the trial continues. 


Beef taken off menu as a precaution 


ALL beef has been taken off the 
menus at Oxfordshire's schools 
while independent testing is carried 
out on lunchtime meals to make 
sure they do not contain horsemeat. 

Carillion Pic, which serves 
Oxfordshire's school and hospital 
meals service, has revealed that it 
has sent samples of meat products 


from its local and national suppliers 
for independent DNA analysis. 

Recently the company, which 
took over the contract for supplying 
primary and secondary school 
meals when it was outsourced by 
Oxfordshire County Council in July, 
offered "solid reassurance" that its 
food had not been contaminated. 


But last week a spokesman said: 
"Due to the ongoing concern sur¬ 
rounding horsemeat contamination 
we recognise that many parents 
would simply prefer their children 
not to eat beef at the moment. 

"We have therefore taken the 
precautionary decision to remove 
all beef from our lunchtime menus." 
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Jailed over 
images of 
child abuse 


A MAN who distributed hun¬ 
dreds of images of child abuse 
has been jailed. 

Christopher Lines, of Grimsbury 
Drive, Banbury, was handed a one- 
year prison sentence at Oxford 
Crown Court on Thursday. 

The 39-year-old admitted 18 
counts of distributing indecent 
images, three counts of incitement to 
distribute indecent images, and 16 
counts of making indecent images. 

The court heard that more than 
100 of the most extreme 'level five' 
images had been downloaded on to 
his laptop and home computer in 
2004 and 2006. 

Lines was arrested in 2010 but, 
because of delays in processing evi¬ 
dence, the case took longer than 
usual to come to trial. 

Judge Patrick Eccles said sharing 
the images with other people on the 
internet was treated very seriously. 

He said: "Anybody who distributes 
images like this increases the number 
of such images in circulation and 
increases the market for them.

"This increases the risk that young 
boys and girls will be exploited." 

Tony McGeorge, defending, said 
the amount of time taken to bring the 
case to trial should reduce the sen¬ 
tence given to his client. 

Judge Eccles agreed, but added 
that such delays were common in 
case where computers needed to be 
analysed. 

He said: "These are offences 
which are committed in secret and 
sometimes they are not detected until 
a long time after someone has com¬ 
mitted them. 

"There has been such a delay to 
this case as to make a difference to 
the sentencing outcome. There was 
more delay than was acceptable. 

"Sadly it is the case now, because 
of the amount of these crimes being 
committed, that the resources are 
being stretched. There are just too 
many computers being analysed by 
too few officers."

Ballard, 59, was remanded 
in custody and will be 
sentenced during the week 
beginning March 18.

Deadlines for assessment of eligibility for NHS Continuing 
Healthcare funding for cases during the period 
1 April 2011 - 31 March 2012 

On 15 March 2012, the Department of Health announced the 
introduction of deadlines for new cases which require assessment of 
eligibility for NHS Continuing Healthcare (NHS CHC) funding. 

NHS CHC is care provided over an extended period of time to meet 
health needs that have arisen as a result of disability, accident or 
illness. NHS CHC funding is only provided where an individual has a 
primary health need and requires long term healthcare, as opposed 
to social or residential care. 

The deadlines apply to previously un-assessed periods of care, which 
occurred in the following time periods: 


Time Period 

Deadline 

1 April 2011-31 March 2012 

31 March 2013 


The deadline for the time period from 1 April 2004 - 31 March 2011 
was 30 September 2012 and is now closed. 

Individuals should contact the Continuing Healthcare Team at NHS 
Oxfordshire for further information on how to notify NHS Oxfordshire 
of a request for assessment of eligibility. This notification should be 
given within the deadlines above. Some cases may be accepted after 
the dates outlined above, but only if there are exceptional 
circumstances for doing so.

Maternity unit 
closure goes on

HEALTH bosses have been accused of a 
"lack of transparency" over a closed 
maternity unit in Chipping Norton. 

Four months after births were suspended 
at the Cotswold Maternity Unit, bosses still 
cannot say when it will reopen or exactly 
what closed it. 

Oxford University Hospitals NHS Trust 
was quizzed during an update to the county's 
joint health overview and scrutiny commit¬ 
tee last week. 

The unit was closed in October and the 
trust launched a review after concerns were 
raised about a high number of transfer rates 
to other hospitals. 

Following the closure, an online petition 
claimed two midwives had been suspended 
from the unit after raising concerns about 
work practices and safety. 

Hilary Biles, county councillor for 
Chipping Norton, said: "We do not feel a 
great deal of transparency with this issue. 

"I just want an end date with some consul¬ 
tation about what is going to happen." 

She added: "If there had been good man¬ 
agement in place when these issues were 
raised by these two midwives, I do not think 
we would be in this situation. 

"The lack of management at that level was 
then transferred up the ladder and I think the 
management further up was remiss in han¬ 
dling this." 

Mum Kate Barlow, who had four births at 
the unit, said: "I want reassurances that the 
review will look into the failings of the man¬ 
agement teams in the trust that allowed this 
to happen. 

"Taxpayers' money has been invested in 
this fantastic facility and it is not being used. 
We are being denied our right." 

County councillor Jenny Hannaby said: 
"This is like something out of a BBC drama. 

"I really cannot understand why you could 


not have put a team in place in the unit, like 
they do in schools, to keep it open while you 
do the review." 

The trust's director of planning and infor¬ 
mation, Andrew Stevens, said: "There were 
concerns raised by parents and staff and oth¬ 
ers about the unit, that was coupled with the 
fact the transfer rate from the unit was above 
what would be expected for such a unit. 

"The reasons beyond this are complex, but 
are covered by the culture of the unit, the 
unit's operation and management issues. The 
team was not operating the unit as a cohesive 
team. We felt it was too complex a situation 
to change by simply a change of personnel. 

"Given the issues raised, we needed to 


undertake a thorough review and the best 
way to address the issues was to suspend 
births." 

He said the completed review would be 
taken to the trust's board on March 13 and 
would recommend reopening the unit. 

But he added: "I cannot say when it will 
open because it depends on the recommen¬ 
dations." 

Mr Stevens also said the full review would 
address why the problems had not been sort¬ 
ed out at an earlier stage by managers. 

Head of midwifery Jane Herve said: "We 
remain totally committed to reopening the 
Cotswold Maternity Unit to births as soon as 
we are able to." 


Dogs for 
Disabled 
help pair 
find love 

TWO assistance dogs from 
Banbury have been 
nominated for a special 
award at this year's Crufts 
after helping their owners fall 
in love with each other. 

Sue and Byron Harvey, 
from Thame, met because 
they each owned one of a set 
of twin dogs - Isis and Inka. 

The couple began to meet 
up "to see which dog was 
doing better" and though 
Inka died just 10 days after 
being given to Mrs Harvey, 
the seeds of love were sown. 

Mrs Harvey, 63, uses a 
wheelchair and has a 
disability caused by several 
life-threatening conditions 
including spinal surgery, a 
brain tumour and double 
bilateral mastectomies 
leading to spinal bacterial 
meningitis. 

She had divorced her 
husband and moved into a 
bungalow on her own when 
her son put her in touch with 
Banbury-based charity Dogs 
for the Disabled because she 
was struggling to cope. 

It was then that she was 
given Inka and she met Mr 
Harvey, 60, whose wife Jill 
died shortly afterwards. 

Mr Harvey, who also uses a 
wheelchair after suffering 
from polio as a young boy, 
said: "Sue was there to 
support me day and night. 
That turned into love and we 
got married nearly five years 
ago." 

Isis, who has since retired, 
still lives with the couple and 
their new assistance dogs, 
Max and Ziggy, who they 
credit with helping to cement 
their relationship. 

Max and Ziggy have been 
nominated for the Friends for 
Life award at Crufts, which 
runs from March 7-10.

Civic heavyweights 
plan to step down

A NUMBER of local 
political figures will walk 
away from life at County 
Hall this year after decades 
of service. 

Among the county 
councillors standing down, 
ahead of the county council 
election in May, are former 
leader Keith Mitchell, and 
fellow Tories Charles Shouler 
and Ray Jelf. 

Mr Mitchell said: "Serving as 
leader of the council for ten- 
and-a-half years was the 
pinnacle and the best job I 
have ever had — so far. 

"I provided the council with 
something it had lacked as a 
hung council — leadership. 

"Like me or loathe me, I 
changed Oxfordshire County 
Council fundamentally and, I 
believe, for the better. 

"I stood down as leader 
because I thought a decade 
was about the right time. Many 



leaders stay too long. 

"I am standing down as a 
county councillor because a 
quarter century is enough and, 
after the big job, it is less fun. 

"In any case, I engineered 
the dismemberment of my 
county division when I 
persuaded the council to 
reduce the number of elected 
members as a financial saving." 

He added: "I have another 
big job inside me if one comes 
along. I would like to continue 
a political career. I am too old, 
in my party's view, to be an MP, 
so would have to look 
elsewhere. In the meantime, I 


will see if I can increase my 
blogging activity and take on 
some of the lefties who are 
trying to persuade us that you 
can trust Blair and Brown's 
party with the economy. 

"After all, I have always 
enjoyed a good joke." 

Mr Shouler said: "I was in 
the cabinet from 2005, when 
the Conservatives got an overall 
majority, until 2009 when I 
became ill. 

"Then I got ill again last year, 
so it's really dogged my last few 
years. 

"I have thoroughly enjoyed 
my time on the council. I was 


council chairman for two years 
from 2001 to 2003, and going 
out, in a civic sense, and 
meeting and greeting the 
people of Oxfordshire was a 
great job." 

He said he had contracted 
lymphoma in 2005, and the 
disease went into remission, 
but the illness returned last 
year. 

Mr Jelf said: "I've had a 
wonderful time and have built 
up a fantastic relationship with 
the ten parish councils in my 
area." 

He refused to say why he 
was standing down.

AN air ambulance charity has been accused of 
confusing local people over its purpose. 

The Thames Valley and Chiltern Air Ambulance (TVCAA) has 
said it is concerned a new service, set up for children, does not 
make it clear that it is not a medical emergency helicopter 
service. 

The Coventry-based Children's Air Ambulance is used for pre¬ 
booked transfers between hospitals only - 
and does make any emergency flights. 

This service was launched in West 
Oxfordshire in November as a charity service 
for youngsters but, as yet, has not carried any 
patients. 

TVCAA has said it is worried it could lose 
out on local funds, as some donors may 
believe they are giving to an emergency 
children's service. 

The chief executive of Thames Valley and 
Chiltern Air Ambulance Trust, Yusuf Firat, 
said: "We are concerned that confusion over 
what the Children's Air Ambulance does, 
may lead to public donations going to a 
cause that is not an emergency service but 
for a paediatric retrieval service already 
carried out. 

"The Children's Air Ambulance will create 
a duplication of the service offered by the 
existing local air ambulance services and 
cause confusion for the well-wishing 
members of the public." 

However, Charlotte Parker, spokesman for 
the Children's Air Ambulance, said there was 
no confusion and the two helicopter charities 
were very different. 

She said: "This service is one of a kind; 
unlike other air ambulances it will not be a 
helicopter emergency medical service which 
attend rescues - such as road crashes and 
equestrian accidents - but will instead be 
dedicated to providing emergency transfers 
for children already in hospital suffering from 
illnesses such as meningitis, severe burns or 
organ failure and in need of urgent and 
lifesaving care." 

She said the service hoped to begin 
carrying sick children later this spring. 

Since the start of 2012, TVCAA has carried 
out about 800 life-saving helicopter 
emergency missions and 20 hospital transfers. 

Of these, 18 were helicopter emergency 
missions airlifting children and they were 
tasked to undertake two paediatric hospital 
transfers. 

Each mission costs the service, which 
covers Berkshire, Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire, more than £2,000, with 
about three deployments a day. 

Its annual running costs total about £3m.

HEALTH bosses in 
Oxfordshire say they will 
now consider offering free 
IVF treatment to women 
aged over 40. 

The move came after the 
National Institute for Health 
and Clinical Excellence (Nice) 
issued a recommendation to 
local NHS trusts that treatment 
should be offered to eligible 
women aged up to 42. 
Previously its recommended 
age limitations were 23 to 39. 

But campaigners have 
criticised NHS Oxfordshire's 
present criteria - which only 
covers women aged between 
30 and 34 inclusive - for being 
too restrictive. 

The Primary Care Trust - 
which may or may not act on 
the recommendations from 
Nice - says IVF is a low priority 
and unless infertile women are 
in the 30 to 34 age bracket, 
they have to prove they are an 
exceptional case to get funding.

was refused IVF treatment, 
despite going through the 
menopause at 24. Now aged 
28, she is mum to two-year-old 
Harry - thanks to private 


treatment. She said: "Although 
Nice has changed its 
guidelines, it still comes down 
to the decision of the individual 
PCTs. 

"I think the Oxfordshire PCT 
needs to let every female have 
the right to have at least one 


treatment." Richard MacKenzie 
and his wife, Jackie, were also 
turned down by NHS 
Oxfordshire for IVF funding 
because they were too young. 

Mr MacKenzie, who 
launched a campaign against 
NHS Oxfordshire in 2009 
claiming "age discrimination", 
now has a son, Bob, thanks to 
help from a private clinic. 

He said the present criteria 
was still too restrictive for 
Oxfordshire residents and 
added: "The fact still remains 
that we fare much worse in this 
postcode lottery against many 
other counties when in comes 
to funding IVF." 

A full cycle of IVF can cost 
the NHS about £3,000. 

Tim Child, consultant 
gynaecologist and director of 
the Oxford Fertility Unit, who 
helped develop the latest 
guidelines, said improvements 
in IVF success rates and more 
cost-effective treatment, had led 
to the revision. 

Of the criteria set by NHS 


Oxfordshire, he added: "This is 
unfair for the patients and 
causes a huge amount of 
distress. 

"I understand it is difficult for 
PCTs, or the clinical 
commissioning groups they will 
become, to take these decisions 
but I would really call for 
implementation if at all 
possible." 

NHS Oxfordshire spokesman 
Richard McCrann said: "The 
revised Nice guidelines on 
assisted conception have not 
yet been officially published 
and will be considered by 
commissioners." 

The new guidelines also 
recommend IVF treatment for 
eligible women who have been 
unable to conceive after two 
years of regular intercourse. 

This is one year earlier than 
previously recommended. 

Women who have been 
having artificial insemination, 
which can include same-sex 
couples, are covered by the 
guidelines for the first time.

County's budget 
cuts are revealed 


OXFORDSHIRE County Council has 
approved plans to cut £46m from its 
budget by 2017, including £18.4m from 
adult social care budgets. 

A council tax rise of two per cent - below 
inflation - was also approved at County Hall, 
when councillors also rubber-stamped new 
day-time parking charges at Thornhill and 
Water Eaton park and ride facilities. 

Council leader Ian Hudspeth said: "I 
believe we have a budget that balances the 
need to protect the most needy and 
vulnerable in the county, with our ambition 
to see Oxfordshire continue to thrive through 
hard work and economic growth." 

The savings come in the wake of lower- 
than-expected grants from central 
Government, and services are likely to pay 
the price. 

Despite the swingeing cuts to council 
coffers, the decisions didn't all spell bad 
news. 

County council leader Ian Hudspeth 
used his speech on the budget to 
announce £50,000 from reserves would 
be spent on developing an oyster-style 
payment system for county transport 
methods. He also said the council would 
spend £100,000 on growth in the county

and would re-establish the "big society" fund, 
a £10,000 pot given to each councillor to pay 
for community projects. 

He said: "I am pleased to announce one- 
off funding to come from the efficiency 
reserve in 2013/14 so that we can develop 
improved and joined-up technical solutions 
to paying for journeys across Oxfordshire and 
beyond. 

"As part of our commitment to economic 
growth, we have allocated £100,000 for the 
next three years to increase the county 


council's capacity to pursue growth 
opportunities with our partners in the public 
and private sector." 

But he did not explain exactly how the 
cash would be spent. 

At the County Hall budget meeting, Green 
group leader Larry Sanders had tried to make 
the case for a referendum on a 3.75 per cent 
rise to avoid the social care cuts. 

He said: "This rise represents a rise of 
£1.70 a month, 40p a week. How many 
people in this county are stupid enough to 
say 'no, we would rather not have a decent 
care structure'." 

Lib Dem leader Zoe Patrick used her 
party's amended budget to try to pump £2m 
more into social care and more 
than £2m more into children's 
services budgets. 

Labour did not propose any 
specific amendments, but called on 
the council to write to Communities 
Secretary Eric Pickles to protest 
against Government grant cuts. 

Group leader Liz Brighouse said: 
"Since 2010 it has become clear for 
all to see that the Lib Dem/Tory 
Government's financial plan has not 
worked."

The Matrix Reloaded and 
concluding chapter The Matrix 
Revolutions married mind-bending 
meta-physics with big-budget 
spectacle, with varying degrees of 
success. 

Even when their sprawling vision 
tied itself in narrative knots, the 
Wachowskis' determination to 
expand the horizons of traditional 
popcorn fodder was refreshing. 

V For Vendetta and a live-action 
version of Speed Racer were both 
beautiful messes that dazzled the 
retina and occasionally fired the 
mind. 

Bold ambition shimmers in every 
frame of Cloud Atlas, the siblings' 
ch rono I ogica 11 y-f ractu red adaptation 
of David Mitchell's novel, co¬ 
directed by Tom Tykwer of Run Lola 
Run fame. 

The multi-layered narrative 
ricochets between several 
timeframes in which a starry cast - 
including Halle Berry, James 
D'Arcy, Hugh Grant, Tom Hanks, 
Susan Sarandon, Jim Sturgess, Hugo 
Weaving and Ben Whishaw - adopt 
myriad guises with the aid of 


prosthetics and, in Hanks's case, 
one hilariously strangled accent. 

Like the book, the film requires a 
certain amount of patience as the 
script sets various plot wheels in 
motion. 

In 1849, lawyer Adam Ewing 
(Sturgess) discovers a slave called 
Autua (David Gyasi) stowed aboard 
a ship bound for America from the 
Chatham Islands. 

When Adam falls ill, supposedly 
as a result of a parasitic worm, Dr 
Henry Goose (Hanks) rushes to his 
aid. 

In 1936 Cambridge, musician 
Robert Frobisher (Whishaw) bids 
farewell to his lover, Rufus Sixsmith 
(D'Arcy), to head to Edinburgh 
where he will work alongside 
famous composer Vyvyan Ayrs 
(Broadbent). 

The Scottish air inspires Frobisher 
to compose his celebrated Cloud 
Atlas Sextet. 

In 1973 California, crusading 
journalist Luisa Rey (Berry) meets 
an ageing Rufus in a lift, and is 
drawn into a deadly mystery 
involving the elderly nuclear 
physicist and a hit man called Bill 
Smoke (Weaving). 

In present-day London, 65-year- 
old publisher Timothy Cavendish 
(Broadbent) falls victim to a vicious 
prank and becomes trapped in a 
care home run by the sadistic Nurse 
Noakes (Weaving). 

In 2144 Neo Seoul, genetically 
engineered fast-food worker Sonmi- 
451 (Doona Bae) escapes the bonds 
of servitude and goes on the run 
with rebel Hae-Joo Chang 
(Sturgess). 

In 2321, Zachry (Hanks) agrees 
to help technologically-advanced 
visitor Meronym (Berry) head into 
the mountains to find the Cloud 
Atlas communication station.

0-150,000 NEW AND USED CARS IN SECONDS

IF a dedicated, dyed-in-the-wool 
motorcyclist was allowed to design 
a car, the result would be Toyota's 
GT86. 

High-performance handling, 
styling so sharp it can make you 
bleed, outrageously unnecessary 
power and a wide streak of pure 
selfishness embodies everything this 
compact 2+2 has to offer. 

Supremely comfortable — for two 
— the world's most compact four- 
seat sports car injects passion into 
the most ordinary of journeys. 

The prospect of a 150-mile 
evening round trip on a frosty night, 
following 14 hours on the go, is not 
one you normally look forward to. 
But I couldn't wait. Any journey in a 
GT86 quickly develops into a finely- 
tuned adventure. 

The key to the GT86's appeal is its 
focus on classic sports car fun — 
rear-wheel-drive, no turbocharging 
and ordinary tyres. The result is a 
lightweight, nimble car that delivers 
precise, instant response from the 
smallest throttle and steering inputs, 
a slick, flick-of-the-wrist, six-speed 
manual gearbox and a rigid chassis 
that glues it to the road. 

Drivers are able to fully exploit 
the car's cornering poise, thanks to 
fine tuning of the brakes and steer¬ 
ing, a lack of vehicle inertia and the 
fundamental benefit of the low cen-

tre of gravity. Key to its rock-solid, 
featherlight feel in bends is the 
installation of a compact, front- 
mounted, free-revving, horizontally- 
opposed 'boxer' petrol engine, with 
a namesake 86mm x 86mm bore 
and stroke, that drives the rear 
wheels. 

The intrusion of electronic sys¬ 
tems is kept to the minimum but 
anti-lock brakes, traction control 
and a vehicle stability control sys¬ 
tem are all on hand to help out. 

The car is the only current car to 
feature a front-mounted, horizontal¬ 
ly opposed engine and rear-wheel 
drive, but it is not the first. That was 
Toyota's two-cylinder boxer-engined 
Sports 800, which the company 
began developing back in 1962. 
Since then, Toyota established a long 
history of producing driver-focused 
sports cars with a front-engine, rear- 
wheel drive format.

Car makers 'focus on UK to boost sales' 


A "SLOWER than usual" start to 
2013 gave way to increasingly 
brisk trading in the used car 
market as January wore on, 
according to CAP. 

Two factors appear to have driven 
the eventual increase in trade 
appetite for cars. 

Number one was a growing 
concern among dealers that 
they might be caught short of 
stock, as it became apparent 
that there were fewer cars 
available than typical for the 
start of the year. This was then 
coupled with a determination 
to snap up the best cars as 
soon as they appeared. 

Although demand did pick up, 
senior editor Derren Martin 
sounded a cautionary note on 


the future prospects for market 
price stability as the struggling 
economies of Europe may 
cause manufacturers to focus 
on the UK as their best bet to 
increase new car sales. 

He said: "Stability is the 

watchword at the moment as 
dealers enjoy healthy retail 
sales. 

"They are prepared to compete for 
the stock they can most easily 
turn into prime retail offerings 
and Black Book Live has been 
tracking values on the rise 
since the middle of January. 

"Many of our franchise dealer 
contacts in particular have 
been telling us their sales are, 
if anything, stronger than at 
this point last year and even 


margins are holding up - which 
demonstrates that consumers 
are also prepared to pay for 
quality instead of simply 
buying on price alone. 

"However, manufacturers are 
having a very tough time in 
Europe and may well look to 
the UK this year as their best 
opportunity to keep the wolf 
from the door."
